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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Under articles 267 (1 ) and 283 (1 ) of the Constitution , the Contingency 
Fwd of India Act, 1950 was enacted providing for the establishment of 
the Contingency Fund of India and for the custody of such Fund and 
for the payment ol moneys into and the withdrawal of moneys fronı it 
Under section 2 of that Act, the corpus of the Fund is fifteen crores of 
rupees. Consequent on the increase in the size of the annual budget , 
the need for augmenting the corpus of the Fund has been felt . It is pro 
posed to raise the corpus of tlie Fund from fifteen crores of rupecs 10 
thirty crores of rupees to meet unforescen expenditure.

Clause of the Bill provide s lur the raising of the çorpus of the Con 
1111gency Fund of India from Rs. 15 crores to Rs. 30 crores by transfer of 
an additional amount of Rs. 15 crores from the Consolidated Fund of 
Inda to the Contingency Fund of India . The Biļi thus involves a with 
drawal of Rs . 15 crores from the Consolidated Fund of India but the 
actual expenditure will be incuriod only when advances are drawn from 
the Cuntingency Fund for meeting unforeseen expenditure pending 
authorisation by law under article 115 or article 116 of the Constitution . 


No recurring expenditure is involved .
